with 10,U[)0,(H)0 feet of sawed lumber 
and 2,000,000 shioglci. At Gowin, 
five miles went, there are four shingle 
mills, one saw mill, 2.000,000 feet ol 
lumber and 
L'.UOO.OOO shingles. 
At 


Denmark, turue miles further west, 
one taw mill, two shingle mills, 3,000,- 
000 feet of lumber and a larg* lot of 
shingles. Trufanta Station, two mile*: 
weit'of Denmark, oontaina 12,000,000 
feet of lumber, two raw mills and one 
shingle mill. 
Colwell Station, Maple 


Valley, Coral and Howard City, the 
last named some twenty miles weal ol 
Oreenville, contain ia all aix law mills, 
six ahinglo mills, 23,000,000 feet ol 
lumber uud about 5,000,000 shiugl 
All this lumber ia aiubraeed iu a dis- 
trict of twenty miles, and exclusive pi 
the largo number of toga that are in 
the river unsuwed.
